The academy was filled by 7 and 
the policemen at the doors fairly had to 
fight with the crowd outside that was 
still struggling to get in. Fifteen min- 
utes after the doors closed there were

At 8:15 the Governor, @ccompanied by 
Wayne McVeagh, former Attorney-Gen- 
eral of the United States, came down 
Broad street from the Bellevue-Strat- 
ford Hotel in an open carriage. The 
horses could hardly pick their way 
through the crowd. 

Standing in the carriage Gov. Foik 
made a five minutes’ speech which was 
listened to attentively, and then while 
the crowd cheered and yelled like mad, 
the carriage was worked around to the 
Stage door in Locust street, where a 
crowd of policemen succeeded in mak-

OF WOMAN TRAMP 


Old Ellen Inhabits Stone Steps 
of Postoffice Save in 
Midwinter. 


SAYS SHE’S NEVER SICK 


Begs Nickels, Doesn't Steal; as 
for Work, ‘What's 
the Use?’’ 


Deserted by all humankind and hav- 
ing for two years past no place to lay 
her head, except a back doorstep, Ellen 
Elizabeth Joyce, the St. Louis woman 
tramp, was sent to the Workhouse 
Tuesday. ‘ 

Old Ellen, as she is known to the 
police, was found aslep in one of the 
deep doorways on the Locust street side 
of the Postoffice late Sunday night by 
Sergt. Hickey and Patrolman Reardon. 
The policemen took old Ellen in charge. 
Judge Tracy fined her $100 in City Hall 
Police Court and her removal to the 
Workhouse followed. 

Old Ellen has been a character in St. 
Louis for years. She remembers little 
of her life's history except that it has 
been one of starvation and misery, yet 
there is always a smile on her face, 
and she laughs as she tells her experi- 
e@ces. 

Old Ellen has been in St. Louis for 
five years. She cannot tell how much 
longer. She came to St. Louis from 
Washington, but remembers little of 
her life there. 

Shipwrecked Orphan. 

She recalls vaguely that, far in the 
past, she was shipwrecked with her 
father and mother. They perished. She 
was saved, being found in an open 
boat. This was on the sea, near the 
coast of Ireland. She was cared for by 
someone. 

Why she did not remain with those 
who cared for her then she does not 
know. She knows that she came to 
America when 13 years old, and that 
she lived in Baltimore for many years. 
She drifted to Washington, and then to 
St. Louis. She thinks she is now 47 
years old, though of that she is nat 
certain. She looks 60. 

In the doorway, where the police 
found her, she ‘has’ been noticed by 
others frequently.* It has been her 
home for two years, with the exception 
of a few months when she has been in 
the Workhouse, always sent on Aa 
charge of vagrancy. She has never 
been known to steal. She has usually 
managed to be in the Workhouse dur- 
ing the cdldest weather, for no matter 
how well one likes the open air, as Old 
Ellen does like it, a thin cape will not 
keep out the winds of winter. 

She offers little objection to going to 
the Workhouse. 

“I've got nothing to say about it,” 
she philésophiecally replies to such @ 
question., “Judge Tracy Says I go to 
the Workhouse and to the Workhouse 
I goes. — 

“It's getting pretty cold, though. I've 
felt the cold more the last three or four 
days than I ever did before in the fall. 
1 guess Old Ellen is getting old for 
sure. 

Live, Near Nature. 

“But for all that I like to live out- 
doors.’ When it ain't too awful cold, I 
wouldn t’ change my stone steps for the 
softest bed-in all your fine houses. I 
guess living outdoors is what keeps me 
su well. I'm never sick. I don't have 
rheumatism and diseases like other 
folks. Those people who live in fine 
houses always have the doctor running 
to them. I cever had a doctor see me 
in my whole life, and never want one. 
{ just tell people to sleep like I do, and 
they won't ‘need a’ doctor. 

‘But who'cares for Old Ellen? I've 
been knocked areund ever since I was 
a baby. Nobody cares for me. Some- 
times somebody gives me a nickel or a 
dime, but what's that? It's only a4 
crust, that’s all. 

“But I don't want people to do noth- 


ing for me. Just to keep alive. That's 
all I want. I don’t want to die. Il 
never did -try to commit suicide, and 
never will. If I can just live alone, and 
not be bothered, I won't ask anything 
more. There's a whole lot of people in 
this world worse off than Iam. There's 
people in fine: houses always fussing 
and fighting. I don't ever have any 
trouble with anybody. I just tend to 
my own’ business and let other people 
tend to theirs. 
Few Refuse Help. 


“How do I live? Why I just ask 
people for a nickel or for something to 
eat. There ain’t very many that'll 
turn an old woman down, and when 
they do I just go on to somebody else. 

“Yes, I used to work. The last place 
was out near Grand and Manchester 
avenues, where I washed for a woman. 
That was more than a year ago. People 
won't hire me now. If they would I'd 
work. But I wouldn't work more than 
enough to keep me alive. What's the 
118@ ! 

“I never got married, so there ain't 
nobody for me to look to. If I ever 
had any brothers or sisters I never 
knew anythine aBout it. 

“IT never did anything very wrong. 1 
never drank or used cocaine or mor- 
phine. If I had I'd been dead long 


ago.

FOUND AT CIRO.

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Contains Relics of Passengers 
and Cargo Burned—Mile ~~ 
From River Bed. 


CAIRO, Ill, Oct. 17.—Under 12 feet 
of earth and drift, on the land of B. PB, 
Duggan, .a local mail earl igs m 
than a mile from the present chan 
of the Mississippi, well diggers h 
unearthed an ancient barge.

It is constructed of chestnut timbe 
and apparently is of foreign it tie 
ship.
